York, at which a lot of light was shed on the

Is it really possibly that seven, which is a 
mere numeral, can have a meaning of divine 
import? Science would answer “rot,” but 
theosophy would elaim that it could be proved 
by science itself, and further, that history 
could not deny it. 

Theosophy claims for all its theories that 
they are free from superstition, and it dis- 
claims the supernatural Yet it believes in 
sevens, The first claim is that everything in

nature runs in sevens. To begin with geome- 
try. Six circles of equal diameter will exaetly 
surround a seventh of the same dimension, 
and a perfect circle can be drawn around the 
seven thus clustered together, Six more can 
be drawn around this, and form a still larger 
circle. This could be kept on indefinitely, 
but the relationship of one circle to the other 
would always remain the same, and seven 
would always remain the important factor, 

The mysteries of the simple triangle and 
Square are also regarded as exceedingly great, 
says the New York World. The three sides of 

- the upper triangle in the figure herewith pro- 
— duced, plus the four sides of the lower square, 
complete a septenary. Again, the first equi- 
lateral figure in lineal geometry is the triangle, 
and the first equilateral figure in solid geom- 
etry is the pyramid or four-sided triangle, To- 
gether they make seven. 

WHAT IT MEANS TO THEOSOPHY. 

This illustration is of the greatest signifi. 
cance to theosophy, and for this reason; 
Theosophy, being spiritual philosophy, teaches 
that matter is nothing but the expression of 
the spirit, and that spirit, therefore, is the real 
matter, When you look at a man you don't 
see the real man, you see only the flesh which 
is held together by the inner, divine, spiritual

the bible speaks of T seven devils cast out 
by Jesus. The Old Testament tells of seven 
years of famine and seven fat years, The Jew 
has seven heavens; there are seven letters in 
the name Jehovab. All dragons and serpents 
of antiquity had seven heads, typifying, as 
theosophy believes, the seven principles of 
man. Seven is the festival day of all the 
earth. 

THE CASE OF THE SPIDER. 


It was the seventh effort of a Scottish spider 
to build a web that inspired Robert Bruce to 
the decisive act of his life, Bruce had six 
times failed, and in the face of a seventh op- 
portunity he was in despair. While ponder- 
ing the Scottish chief happened to observe the 
industry of a spider in his tent, Six times it 
strove to lodge the foundation thread, and six 
times did it fail. "The observer was struck by 
the wonderful coincidence, He resolved to 
abide by the fate of the seventh attempt, The 
spider won, as history relates, and so did 
Bruce, 

Disciples of the late Mme. Blavatsky be- 
lieve the seven starsof the Great Bear fur- 
‘nish the visible origins for the sevens of time 
—the Goddess of the Seven Stars. The seven 
stars as they turned around annually kept 
pointing, as it were, with the forefinger of the 
right hand, and describing a circle in the up- 
per and lower heaven, In this way then, the 
number seven suggested a measure by seven, 
which led to the marking out of the circle in 
seven corresponding divisions as assigned to 
the seven great constellations. Thus was 
formed the seven centers of Egyptian astron- 
omy. When the division of the heavens into 
four quarters was made, it was multiplied by 
four, and the twenty eight signs took the place 
of the primary seven constellations, the lunar 
zodiac of twenty-eight days being the regis- 
tered result, Thus the septenary is claimed 
as older than and the predecessor of the four- 
fold division. In the Chinese arrangement 
the four sevens are given to four genli, who 
preside over the four cardinal points. The 
seven northern constellations make up the 
Black Warrior. Number seven, or the hep- 
iagon, Pythagoreans considered to be a religious 
and perfect number.

The septenary was sacred to some of the 
most prominent gods and goddesses, and how, 
asks theosophy, are you going to account for 
that if sevens are mere coincidences?

I know nothing personally of the career of 
the Fox sisters.

Burial Reform. 
THE BENEFIT OF CREMATION, 


“The Church of England Burial, Funeral and 
Mourning Reform Association" appears to be 
an influential and useful as well as an active 
one, A recently issued report shows that its 
membership comprises many of the nobility 
and clergy, Its meetings are addressed and 
presided over by bishops of the established 
church, and the importance of its work may 
be inferred from the fact that the Catholic 
Archbishop-elect of Westminster has expressed 
in writing his cordial sympathy with the move- 
ment among Protestants, 

The aims of the association are to secure 

the exercise of economy and simplicity in 
everything pertaining to funerals and the inter- 
ment of the body in such a way as will insure 
speedy resolution to its ultimate elements, 
The first of these aims is for the benefit of the 
immediate friends who survive, and the sec- 
ond is a sanitary measure of the highest im- 
portance in a crowded community, For the à 
funeral it is urged that plain henrses or 
wheeled biers be used, crape, scarf, velvet 
trappings, and excessive floral decorations be 
dispensed with, that eating and drinking be- 
yond the usages of every-day life be avoided, 
meetings be held in the cemetery instead of at 
the house of mourning, and that it be espe- 
cially remembered that all the **club money" 
need not be spent on the funeral The latter 
point will be understood by those who know 
that the burial club is much more extensively 
patronized among the English than with us. 
Some of the members of the association favor 
burial directly in the earth, without a coffin, 
while others plead for the use of such materi- 
als for a coffin as will rapidly decay after 
burial. Butall agree that itis desirable the 
body should be speedily exposed to action by 
its inclosing earth, to insure its rapid disinte- 
gration and absorption, 

They represent that the practice of burying 
in almost imperishable coffins is fraught with ^ 
danger to the living; recommend the substitu- 
tion of burial lots for family vaults, and the 
removal of the body to a mortuary vault soon 
after death instead of retaining it in the rooms
